“That's very interesting. too 
because at the time the Student Presidents As- 
sociation proposed iegisiation to create the 
Position, the system was opposed te it. in essence 
the students get a member on the pvoard 
independent of the chancellor.” 

Saying he believes the 23 - member board is “ 
Quite pleased” with the student input, Gallagher said 
“It is not uncommon to have board members ask me 
point biank, ‘where do you think students are at?’ or 
‘what is the student perspective on this?’ or someth- 
ing of that nature from other trustees toward a 
comment on just about anything 

in the interview with the Hornet, before his te.m 
expired, Gallagher discussed many issues ranging 
from composition of the board to the future of the 


CSUC system 

“It’s funny. The board has an incredibly diverse 
cross - section of political and philosophical spec- 
trums. But fundamentally, no matter how much | 
disagree with some of those people sometimes, they 
are ail or the vast majority, | “ very 
intelligent 

“So, when they have a position, they usually have 
some pretty solid reasons to support that. They're 
very, very sincere in the positions they represent,” 
he explained. “For many of them, the time and effort 
spent at these meetings in terms of their own growth, 
economically, I'm sure, costs them some thousands 
ot doliars to participate in these meetings 

‘Because of their diverse backgrounds, it is in no 
way, shape, or form a rubber stamp board,” 
Gallagher deciared "A number of trustees ate 
academic types Some trustees are leaders in labor, 
some leaders in business or tike mysel!, as a student 
or the alumni trustee

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Black newspapers constantly — 


struggling against ‘white media’

‘The history of the black press 
in America has been a history of 
constant struggle,’ Sacramento 
Observer editor Joe Dear said 
Wednesday at the Black Press 
Week symposium at CSUS. “And,” 
he added, ‘we're going to be 
struggling for survival weil into the 
foreseeable future 

Addressing a crowd of about 50, 
Dear and five other panelists — 
Joe Stinson and Larry 
Montgomery from The Observer 
advertising department, Sac- 
ramento Bee reporter Mei Assagai 
and Journalism Professors Hal 
Rubin and Wiliam Dorman — dis- 
cussed the historical and current 
status of the black media during 
the program, which was designed 
to encourage minority students 
blacks in particular, to consider a 
career im journalism 

There are only three to four 
black dailies out of almost 400 
black newspapers in America,’ 
Dear continued “And despite ali 
the money generated by the 
media, the black newspapers con 
tinue to struggie for the revenue to 
keep them afloat 

But it’s ironic many of us 
wish that a black press wasnt 
needed that the majority media 
were covering news from the black

Anderson said he did not go to 
class that morning because he did 

not want to disrupt the interaction 
between the instructor and his 
fellow classmates instead, Ander- 
son waiked to the quad area 
located between the bookstore 
and the Hornet office ‘| was there 
for about 15 minutes.” said Ander- 
son, “when | noticed a crowd of 
people gathering around me 
Next, the police arrived and toid 
me that | had to leave 

When Anderson did not leave 
“they tried to throw me down, but 
they couldn't. They tried to move 
me, but they couldn't.” said Ander- 
son describing the actions of the 
officers. ‘Finally, one officer in his 
Civies (plainclothes) came over 
and said, ‘if you don't be quiet we 
will have to put your lights out 

Also at this point. Anderson 
said a bystander walked up and 
asked the police why they were 
taking these actions. The police 
replied, with a threat to take the by 
- stander into custody if he did not 
leave the area, according to Ander 
son 

Anderson said what upsets him 
most was the behavior of the 
police. “They threatened me. they 
treated me like a criminal rather 
than a student. if they treat ali 
students in this manner, then | fee! 
sorry for other students who have 
to deal with therm in the future.” 

Scarr commented on Ander- 
son's claim of harsh treatinent by 
saying, “How can | conclusively 
Say that these types of actions 
didn't happen? Historica'y, | 
would say that officers do not do 
things of this nature.” 

Scarr added in a similar in- 
cident, “The Reverend Ray, stands 
at the Library Quad and taiks to 
about 300 students from time to 
time — the only difference is no 
one has lodged a complaint.” 

The members of PASU contend

The major dailies are powerful 
and get advertising 
revenue, said Assagai. “while ma 
joi advertisers wont generally 
spend money advertising with the 
biack press The Dbiack press 
doesn t even get its proportionate 
share of the advertising revenue 

The newspaper business is big 
business. Stinson added. ‘and 
advertising revenue is the integral 
force behind the business The 
major objective of The Observer's 
advertising department is to instill 
nm advertisers minds that 
market is unique and that the con 
Sumer dollar is Out there 

Most major advertisers tend to 
»verlook the black market because 
of lack of information and 
stereotypes they possess. They 
feel the black community does not 
have the consumer dollar We must 
dispel these stereotypes. and 
educate the major advertisers 

The other salient need of the 
black press. according to the 
panel, is an increased number of 
black journalists 

The scarcity of biack jour- 
nalists has made it necessary for 
me to add recruitment of black and 
other minority journalists to my list 
of priorities at The Observer.” ex

“Now, I'm even reaching down 
into high school to prepare 
students for possible future em- 
ployment at The Observer,” he 
said 

‘We must attract more 
minorities into journalism,” Rubin 
added, “because the American 
media still has ‘invisible minorities 
12 years after the Kerner Com- 
mission (which was convened to 
address issues relevant to inter- 
racial strife in America) called for 
more minorities in the media 

“Only two percent of the jour 
nalism students at CSUS are 
black,” said Rubin, “and the 
numbers haven't been increasing 
Hopefully, this symposium will be 
a small step towards remedying 
the situation and increasing the 
number of minorities in jour 
nalism 

The panel members discussed 
what they considered are the ma 
jor reasons for the scarcity of 
blacks in journalism 

Black students often don't 
nave the necessary background 
said Assagai “They haven't written 
for their high school newspapers 
or yearbooks or gained other 
similar practical experience They 
should be refining their skills by 
the time they get to college, but too 
often they're deciding on a caree: 
in journalism their senior year in 
college 

Rubin attributed the lack of 
black motivation to obtain this 
necessary background and pursue 
a career in journalism to a lack of 
confidence in their ability to han 
die the English language 

‘Few of the nation’s schools are 
doing a good job in developing a 
students language skills,’ he said 
But the problem is worse in 
schools in economically 
Gepressed areas, where a 
significant number of black 
Students are educated And 
without these language skilis the 
Students won't consider a career in 
journalism 

The language skills issue is fur 
ther clouded by the controversy 
surrounding the teaching of “biack 
English’ in the schools. English 
dialects peculiar to biacks in very- 
ing regions of the country have 
raised questions as to whether 
these dialects should be 
perpetuated in the schools, or 
whether ‘standard English 
should suppiant ther 

Bul, regardiess of different 
Opinions as to the inherent worth 
of biack English, the consensus of 
the panel was that black journalists 
must use standard English wher 
writing for the majority or minority 
media 

The probiem of few biac it 
nalists is aggravated for the biack 
press, by the fact that ‘the best and 
the brightest of the black jour 
nalists are lured from the biack 
press by the major media.” ac 
cording to Assagai 

The majority media,” he said

Engineering awards presented

A CSUS civil engineering 
and three students

Professor Ajit S. Virdee was 
recognized for his “Outstanding

indian culture survives 
by spoken tradition

Indian epic poetry and cuiture 
has been handed down orally over 
thousands of years, according to 
Jaya Srinivasan, an advocate of 
Hindu philosophy who appeared 
Tuesday at CSUS 

Srinivasan, a singer and ac- 
tress, gave a musical interpretation 
outlining various facets of Hindu 
philosophy. A senior officer at the 
indian investment Centre in New 
Delhi, she is on her fourth trip to 
the United States 

Calling her presentation a 
musicai discourse, she combined 
song and language to illustrate the 
lives of two well - known Hindu 
characters, Rama and Krishna 

Rama and Krishna were in- 
carnations of the tord 
Mahamishnu “Their purpose was 
protecting good and destroying 
evil,” Srinivasan said 

The life stories of Rama and 
Krishna are chronicied in the an- 
cient language of Sanskrit poetry 
Though they shared certain 
characteristics, such as the ability 
to deliver devoted followers, there 
were many differences in their 
lives “There are few childhood 
descriptions of Rama, but there are 
many childhood descriptions of 
Krishna,” explained Srinivasan 
The first 16 years of Rama's life is 
not recorded 


Episodes from Krishna's life are 
found throughout indian culture 
‘There is not one facet of Indian 
cultural life where Krishna doesnt 
find a place,” Srinivasan said 

Krishna was well - known for 
pulling pranks, primarily stealing 
and fast talking Once, he was 
caught stealing butter from a 
neighbor's house He explained 
that he was searching in the butter 
for the small calf that his family had 
lost that morning, according to 
Srinivasan 

Krishna also headed a gang of 
the village children who stole dairy 
products, the mainstay of the 
region 

Rama's and Krishna's lives aiso 
differed in the circumstances sur 
rounding marriages 
Srinivasan said 

Krishna received a letter froma 
woman who asked him to marry 
her Without any sanction or per 
mission, Krishna hastily married 
her 

Rama won his bride in an open 
contest A rich man had offered his 
daughter in marriage to any man 
who could lift a neavy bow and 
shoot an arrow through a crown 
No one had been able to lift and 
draw the bow until Rama managed 
the task “He drew the bow It 
broke and shook seven universes 
said Srinivasan. “No one had ever 
heard such a sound " 
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cluded holding the presidency of 
the Structural Enginoers As- 
sociation; chairman of the seis- 
mology committee; leadership in 
formulating seismic design critena 
for the Structural Engineers As- 
sociation’s Seismology Com- 
mittee; chairman fo the Western 
States Council of Structural 
Engineers Associations; an ad- 
visory member to the National

Campus woodland of international flora

Most students entering campus from J Street har- 
dly notice it. It is only a biur of green passed by each 
day during the mad search for that prized piece of 
asphalt a parking space. Yet amidst the noise of 
this everyday traffic lies a small woodland, an isiand 
of botanical! interest situated on two acres between J 
Street - 1d Jordan Way: The C. M. Goethe Ar- 
boretum 

Started in 1959, the arboretum now has over 450 
species of plants from all over the world 

The arboretum was established by Biological 
Science Professor Albert Delisie and a local citizen's 
group called the Arboretum Society The coast 
redwoods, the eucalyptus and the Canary !sliand 
pines were on the site in 1959 and are currently the 
largest trees. The remaining trees and shrubs have 
been donated over the years, mainly by individual 
contributors 

The arboretum is named in honor of the late 
Charles M Goethe (pronounced ger tuh) a native 
Sacramentan and internationally known conser- 
vationist. Goethe is known as one of the founders of 
naturalist programs in the United States which inter- 
pret nature to the public. He also helped establish 
nature programs in the Tahoe area and in Yosemite 
National Park 

Coming from a wealthy banking farnily, Goethe 
contributed generously to education and charities 
He donated many materials to the CSUS library aver 
the years, and when he died in 1966, the university 
was the largest recipient of his will, receiving almost 
$500,000 

According to Dr Michael Baad, CSUS biological! 
science professor and arboretum director, about 
$60,000 of Goethe's will was earmarked for the ar 
boretum. The fund has been used over the years to 
install a sprinkling system, walkways and tencing 
Starting in 1970, the funds also paid a graduate 
student to serve as caretaker until {he funds were ex- 
hausted in 1976 

Baad’s position as director is primarily ad- 
ministrative, in which he handles business corres- 
pondence and is responsible for handling funding of 
the arboretum. in 1978, money was obtained 
through the Instructionally Related Activities fund 
to reinstate the student caretaker position 

Dave Peterson, who received his bachelors 
degree at CSUS in biology, has been arboretum 
caretaker since October, 1978 Some basic 


maintenance is done by the CSUS grounds staff, but 
Peterson does aimost everything elise. He is res- 
ponsible for keeping the arboretum’s records 
cataloging and labeling plants, caring for new plan-

tings. he does some pruning, watering and cleaning 
up of the grounds. Peterson has also put together a 
map and plant guide and gives tours of the ar- 
boretum 

Presently, the funds cover only Peterson's salary 
for 20 hours per week in 11 months of the year, and 
printing costs of brochures No funding has been 
made tor supplies. As Peterson says, “Unless the 
materials are donated or can be obtained free, we 
don't get them Tools and garden supplies can be ob- 
tained from maintenance, but the printing of the 
plant guides is the main expense to cover 

Since becoming caretaker, Peterson has heiped 
organize arboretum records and on - the - ground 
planting and signing ‘Previously the records were 
inaccurate and outdated Some plants were in- 
correctly identified and some had been removed or 
had died, hesays Theplantlistand map, along with 
some revision in the numbering system, has 
remedied this problem 


Now is the best time of year to visit the ar- 
boretum with the trees leafing out and turning green 
and the flowering piants in bloom. Dave Peterson is 
available for tours every Thursday at 10 a.m. and 
meets people in Science 116. Tours can also be ar 
ranged through the biological sciences department 
office in Science 224, and plant guides are available 
at the office 


Peterson is currently involved with a plant iden- 
tification project for his master’s thesis. He is putting 
together a computer program for identifying plants 
By feeding data into a computer about a plant's 
characteristics, the computer will eventually narrow 
it down to the proper plant. “The program will in 
clude 250 common plants in this area from the coast 
foothills to the Sierra foothills. The program ts 
already partly completed and 's being used by some 
plant taxonomy students,” says Peterson

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‘It's not really possible to say how many coun- 
tries are represented, because plants don't 
recognize political boundaries,” he says jokingly 


Some of the plants have been donated by the 
National Arboretum in Washington, OC. The 
National Arboretum sends out plants to arboretums 
and universities all over the world. in return for these 
donations, the recipients are to keep reports on the 
plants after they are planted and inform the National 
Arboretum how well the plants do in the climates 
and locations in which they have been introduced 
40 plants were donated by this organization in 
recent years, and about 15 are doing “real well” at 
the Goethe Arboretum, according to Peterson 


Most of the trees in the arboretum are labeled 
with a small plaque that has the common name, the 
scientific name, and the native location and an iden- 
tifying number that corresponds to a number in the 
plant guide Peterson has started attaching the signs 
to the trees high enough to be of people's reach, but 
low enough to read. He says, “|! borrowed this idea 
Capitol Park where the trees are labeled the 
same way If the signs are within reach. they are 
more likely to be removed or vandalized

The arboretum 1s used as a study area for botany 
classes ‘Plant taxonomy classes come out here 
often to study and to collect plant specimens 
because it's closer than going on a field trip,” says 
Peterson 

The arboretum 1s also utilized by the community 

When the city of Sacramento was doing a tree 
survey for the city, they brought their workers here 
to learn some of the trees they would need to iden 


tify ' Peterson say 


Peterson also gives tours to local elementary 
school classes Flyers were sent out tolocal schools 
to announce tours — some have been arranged for 
the spring. Peterson likes to involve the children with 
a plant identification project of mounting and 
laminating leaves on cards. This helps the children 
learn, and gives them something to take back
